5. You can take credit for working the same station on a second, third, or 
fourth band. 


After the contest, we invite you to use our autolog, which is part of the 
ARS Sojourner. Just go to www.natworld.com/ars and follow the link for 
"Direct access to autologs". Or you can speed things up by going directly to 
the Spartan Sprint autolog page at www.natworld.com/ars/ss_log.html. 


If you don't have access to the web, send Richard Fisher, KI6SN, an e-mail 
with your total QSOs and the total weight of your station (i.e., the 
combined weight of all transmitters, receivers, keys, keyers and batteries 
used during the Sprint).

Hi Ray, 


Anyway, during the late 60's and 70's Jerry Swank W8HXR authored 
a series of antenna articles which included the 2 legged bobtail 
and phased antennas including phased slopers. He used them 
primarily for a broadside array for a southerly path, but they 
used the same basic spacing as phased horizontal dipoles or 
verticals, loops, etc, and fed with the equal feeders for 180 
degree phasing.

Jerry used that array to work Antartica, and to also work the 
W.I.N.O. group (Wireless Institute of New Orleans, which 

included W5VSR (Buddy), K4ALW (Jerry), K9EID (Bob), 

Mick (W6LVW), Greg (W3FZU), Dave (K8MN), Walt (WA7NHU), 

a few others, and myself. Anywho, he was our resident antenna 

guru and was the master of the phased array. When he switched 

that thing 180 degrees out of phase (East and West), he'd get 

some good gain (around 3 DBd, if I remember correctly), and he 
also attenuated the broadcast stations on 40 quite nicely. He 
convinced a lot of us to use them, with many of us going the 
delay-line route, and a few built up LC phasing units for maximum 
playability. One guy even built a pair of home-brew, equal-lateral 
dipoles out of tubing, mounted them on a boom, and put the thing 
up 65 feet in the air, using an LC phaser to flip the thing around 
for maximum front-to-back ratio :%). 


Jerry, W8HXR, designed the multi-element phased-vertical 
system for MacMurdo Station in Antartica for the U.S.N., and 
let me tell you -- that puppy rocked! Jerry and I would run 
phone patches for those guys, and their signal bent many an 
S-Meter!!! 


BTW, Ray, I've built almost all of Jerry's antennas, and I don't 
remember the two-leg Bobtail Curtain. Must have missed that 

article :%/. I'd really appreciate it if you could tell me where I can 
locate that article. Missing any of Jerry's antenna articles is like 


missing a Trek on TV -- especially if Jeri Ryan (7 of 9) was in 
the episode!!! :4) -- in my book :4). 

> However, by using a phasor, series LC type, Ohms Law type 

> or other combinations, and spacing at 1/8 up thru 3/8 wave 

> spacing, you should have a nice unidirectional 

> pattern with a substantial null in the opposite direction - if 
> you make the system switchable. 4 directions - 2 unidirection, 
> and bi-directional (broadside). 


Yep -- and this would be a GREAT Fox Hunt antenna, too! :%). 


There were also a couple of parasitic vertical systems using tall 
towers with vertical wires hung from support poles at the top of the 
tower (shuntfed vertical) but I think the phased system or your 
multi-dipole sloper system would probably be the better way to go. 


VVV NV 


IMHO, a pair of phased Inverted V's, using an LC-Phasing Unit, would 

be the way to go if you want to do some state-side work on the low 

bands, with a fair amount of DX. Phased verticals -- especially phased 
Bobtail Curtains! -- is the only way to go if you want to work DX. If you 
have the room to put up both antenna systems, that would rule :%). 


BTW, my RF Elmer told me that there is a new LC-phasing unit out on 

the market that has 4 outputs, and no matter what kind of antenna you 
plug in (vertical, horizontal, or wet noodle :%)), your transceiver sees 
50 ohms! This would be great in eliminating phase distortion on 10 if 
you could plug in both polarizations, for instance. Anyone have a web 
page or name for this puppy? He also told me that it cost around $50.00 
to $75.00 ! (My Elmer just heard about it and couldn't give any details.)

Okay abt the VS1AA: The Malaya Windom/OCFD. Here is what I can recall of 
hand.... 


This was invented by Jim MacIntosh, VS1AA (later GM3IAA) - probably one of 
the earliest callsign from ‘The Federated States of Malaya': former 
Malaysia. It is much like Windy's Windom, except he is the one who first 
started to feed it at the 1/3 point from one end of a long wire antenna and 
is credited for it ! Sorry, no dipole, just a single feedline like the Ole 
Windom to the rig. It is supposed to work with low swr on all related 
harmonics bands, eg. 3.5, 7, 14, 28 MHz with no atu back then. 


Later across both sides of the Atlantic, TV ribbon/twin leads became popular 
and most started to feed the 1/3 point of the VS1AA with twin leads plus the 
4:1o0r 6:1 balun at the Rig end. Stilll no 21 MHz back then...Then came along 
some in the States who started to feed it with 4:1, 6:1 baluns at the 
feedpoints, thus able to run a length of 75 or 50 ohms coax, so the coax 
feed VS1AA OCFD is born. 


Yes, then there is also a German design much later in the 70's, I think.... 
which uses the coax feed method with a 4:1o0r 6:1 balun at the feedpoints and 
is called the FD4, also the smaller version FD3, but still retaining the 1/3 
feed point used by VS1AA, and they named it the FD4/3 Windoms. All the 
dimensions are still the VS1AA, except for the coax-fed and the balun. 
Present day, all hell broke loose (hee, hee), with changes here and 
additions there to become the Carolina Windom with the line-isolator, the 
W6SAI OCFD, and a couple more...can't remember....too many. May be those 
with better references can add more...If I am wrong, blame me ! I've a poor 
memory and I was not even born back then...hee, hee... 


To those interested: Here is a simple 7,14,21,28 MHz revised version of the 
VS1AA u want to try. It is GOFAH's version as per QST Feb 1996. It is vy 
light and can be hoist up onto the roach/squid/telescopic fibreglass pole or 
whatever...and then positioned into an inverted-V fashion by anchoring the 
two ends with fishing lines to the ground/trees. This ant will work fb on 
the 4 bands without atu,well almost...baluns are needed ! How's this for a 
multi-band backpacking antenna ?

of something I said. 


Mucilage is glue used for attaching labels to boxes and envelopes. It 
looks a little like pancake syrup. I buy it locally at the grocery store 
(among the office supplies). It comes in a clear plastic bottle, about 3 
oz. or so, and the bottle has a rubber tip with an beveled edge. One 
slices a slit in the bevel, and then "dabs" the glue onto paper by 
pushing the tip down on the paper until the glue comes out. Then you can 
use the rubber tip to spread it. 


To make transfer paper, I pull the rubber tip off the bottle and pour 
about a tablespoon +/- onto a sheet of plain copier paper. I spread it 
with a wide plastic paddle (I think the paddle is intended to spread 
spackle) until most of the surface has a thin coat. Then I hang it on 
the refrigerator with a magnet until it dries. After it's dry there is 
no tackiness, and it doesn't gum the printer or copier. It curls when it 
dries, but I've found that ironing it between two sheets of uncoated 
copier paper flattens it sufficiently to allow it to feed through the 
printer. 


> Have not seen the glue you refer to but will look. 
> Sounds very good if it does not gum up my LASER printer. 


I've used it in a HP Laserjet 4 at work, as well as a Canon copier, with 
no problems. 


Check the office supply section at your local department and grocery 
stores. A small clear plastic bottle, sometimes curved slightly like a 
Coca-Cola bottle. It says mucilage on the label.

Yep, a lot of experience with mag mounts here. Both the 3 and 4 pad models. 
The only caution is to make sure that the metal in the vehicle can tolerate 
the "pull", and that it will actually stick to it. I gave up on mag mounts 
when I kept having them blow off the top of my new model Ford Taurus. A lot 
of the newer cars are using more alloys for the body material and they 
aren't as magnetic. I was using Hustler too. Ya know how big those cans 
can be up there especially the "high power" models. I finally went to a 
fixed bracket in the trunk groove and a quick disconnect. Worked great. A 
PU though is a little different story. My past experience with that (back 
in my spark gap days) was to put a bracket on the front edge of the "camper" 
shell and put the antenna on that. Also worked great! That put the antenna 
about dead center of the truck. 


Bottom line: Get the antenna up there as high as you can. It will pay for 
itself. And, yep, I'ma die-hard Hustler fanatic for mobile opp.

Someone asked this group recently about suggestions for a newbie's first QRP 
rig. 
I wanted to post this newbie's, just-got-on-QRP experience. 


About a month ago I bought and built a DSW-40 from Small Wonder Labs. I had 
not built a kit in almost 30 years and never one with today's small, small 
components. 


The kit was easy to build, about six hours with no special tools nor test 
equipment. I did sharpen the end of my old pencil soldering gun and bought 
some good solder. I hunted up my handy dandy magnifying glass so I could 
read the small component print. Final alignment was nothing, taking about 
five minutes and no test equipment . .. . not even a receiver. The 
transceiver has a 2.5 watt transmitter, a dandy receiver, and a on board 
iambic keyer. The little baby sends you your op frequency in morse. Except 
for a few cold solder joints -my fault- the rig worked on the first try. I 
find nothing wrong with this QRP rig. 


Well, I've worked a bunch of states and a few foreign countries from my 
shack 

using an old RS power supply and an inverted vee up in the big maple tree 
just above. Today, I made a take-to-the-field inverted vee and hooked up a 
AA battery pack and me and the new DSW-40 QRP rig went portable. I went down 
to Guntersville Lake, which is near my Alabama home and strung up the 
dipole. The ends were about six feet off he ground and the middle about two 
feet off . .. . . .I1 know, I know, I had some SWR, and I don't own a 
tuner. But sitting there by the lake, in 75 degree Alabama weather and 
listening to Canada geese honking and bass boats zooming about on the lake, 
I worked three stations. There was some QRM, A goose can send a pretty fair 
CQ sometimes. 


My thanks go to WB4YHJ, Steve, a nearby Alabama station, KJ8L, Steve, up 
there in Ohio, and KDOIH, Harry, in St. Peters, Mo. for having golden ears 
and taking time to hear that weak signal from Scottsboro, Alabama which was 
an old ham playing around like a Novice again. I would have worked more of 
you guys, but I ran my AA's down. 


So, I've got to recommend the DSW-40 at $95.00 as a great newbie or oldie 
rig, and all you need to hook to it is a $6.00 PK-44 paddle, a pair of 
$10.00 ear buds, a small battery pack, and a make-it-yourself dipole. 


No, Dave is not paying me, as a matter of fact I just got through paying him 
for a DSW-30 . . . . . look for me on 30 meters from the lake soon. I might 


even be WA4NWW maritime mobile.

BUSS ORIENTATION 


Several kit builders for noted and reported that the + and - buss 
orientation is not correct in the assembly doc. 


In the shipped doc: Board Version A, Documentation Version 1.0 the ground 
buss (trace) is described as "the ground trace that goes around the left 
bottom and across the entire bottom of the board". It should read "the 
ground trace that goes across the bottom of the board and up the left side 
(when viewed from the component side)". 


Other references that state "Ground PAD at the lower left side of the board" 
should read " Ground PAD at the lower right side of the board". 


POSITIVE BATTERY LEAD PAD HAZARD 


Previously noted was the fact that the gell cell plus supply pad is too 
close to the mounting hole and that if normal metal washers and nuts are 
used that there is a good change to short the battery plus lead to ground 
BEFORE the fuse comes into play. 


BEFORE MOUNTING THE NOGAPIG TO A METAL ENCLOSURE WITH METAL SPACERS, 
WASHERS, ETC THAT YOU MAKE USE THAT THIS POINT IS NOT GROUNDED. THE CORNER 
PAD IS NOT USED IF YOU ARE NOT INSTALLING AN IN-LINE SCHOTTKY DIODE (A USER 
OPTION) AND THIS CORNER PAD CAN BE CUT(ISOLATED) FROM THE POINT THE 
POLYFUSE AND NORMAL BATTERY PLUS LEAD IS ATTACHED WITH A DEMEL TOOL OR SHARP 
EXACTO TYPE KNIFE.
